Reverend Paul C. Frederick, Pastor of Michaelson Memorial 
United Methodist Church announced today that a unique journey 
would begin later this month from the Sea of Galilee area of 
Israel and would culminate on Good Friday in Grayling. 

This interdenominationai event originally evolved as a way 
lo demonstrate the new beginning that each persuu could make 
by following the carpenter from Galilee in preparation for the 
forthcoming New Life Mission ai the Church beginning April 21. 
It has grown into an ecumenical happening encompassing people 
of many faiths in several countries and across the State of 
Michigan. 

Symbols of Christ's life are being brought by a delegation 
from the Holy Land to Detroit. From Detroit Metropolitan 
Airport volunteer walkers will begin the slow journey during 
Holy Week north into the State to Grayling carrying with them 
ine items from Israel. Included will be a life-sized eross made in 
Grayling and dramatizing the meaning of the Walk to the towns 
and villages through which the group will pass. 

Initial plans call for the New Life Walk with Jesus group to 
ieave the Detroit area on Monday, April & and arrive on the 
ouiskiris of Grayling in lime for the noon hour Good Friday 
services throughout town on April 12.

Day 4 - Route 76 to Roscommon. (40 miles). 

Day 5 - Backroads to Grayling. (15 miles). Arrive in time for 
Guod Friday Services at tne edge of trrayiing. 

The group will be carrying a life-sized cross made in 
Grayling, Holy Water fram the River Jordan in the Holy Land 
and probably a Crown of Thorns from Jerusalem. The last two 
items will be picked up at the Airport in Detroit from a 
delegation going over there.

The Benzie County Centrai Huskies had a fight on their 
hands here last Friday night before turning back an aroused 
Clare Pioncer team, 78-74, in the class “C” regional finals, and 
will now move into the quarterfinals of the Michigan High School 
state basketball tournament. 

Benzie will lock horns with Bessemer, the Upper Peninsuia’s 
class C representative this Thursday at Cheboygan. Bessemer 
advances to the quarterfinal round following their 63-57 victory 
over Norway ai Marqueiie last Saturday. 

The Friday night clash between Benzie and Clare was the 
third meeting of the two schools. The Huskies had taken 12 and 
1d-noint decisions from the Pioneers in regular season action, but 
one would never had known it by the contest here, when Clare 
battled right down to the wire.

$69,500 Grant 


An Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency [EPA] Grant for 
the City of Grayling totalling 
$69,500. hes heen released for 
Grayling’s sewer system, Con- 
gressman Philip Ruppe, R-

The grant is part of $1.9 billion 
in reimbursement allocation 
money recently released to 
EPA. 

The moneys are for sewer 
systems already constructed, 
and built with the promise of 
Federal assistance.

struction. Those moneys will 
repay focal communities fer 
the money promised by the 
Federal Government whea the 
project was started.”

Nat’l. Wildlife Week, Mar. 17-28 


The theme “We care about 
Endangered Wildlife”, marking 
the 37th recognition of National 
Wildlife Week, will usher in the 
March 17-28, 1974 observance. 

The photograph on the 1974 
Wildlife Week poster, that of a 
timber wolf, appears on the 
official list. of over 100 en- 
dangered native fish and wild- 
life maintained by the Depart- 
ment of the Interior. 

The three aims of the 1974 
Wildlife Week, are to first draw 
public attention to the many 
problems facing our threatened 
wildlife; to re-emphasize the 
priceless importance of our 
wildlife heritage; and to help 
people realize that an endan- 
gered species does not have to 
become an extinct one. 

Before North America was 
colonized, the wolf had a larger 
range than any other land 
mammal on this continent. But 
in the 400 plus years since the 
settlers arrived, plus heavy 
pressure from bounty hunting, 
bounty trapping, and increas- 
ing farming, the wolf has been 
pusied toward the edge of 
extinction. 

The Crawford - Roscommon 
Soil Conservation District, join- 
ing with the 3.5 million member 
National Wildlife Week, will be 
urging local people to get 
behind the efforts to protect 
our Jands and manage our 
wildlife wisely. “If we all care 
enough, most of our endanger- 
ed species will continue to 
share this earth with us and 
live on as part of our precious 
natural heri " he 
ton King Jr., Chairman of the 
Crawford - Roscommon Soil 
Conservation District. 

An endangered species by 
definition is simply one whose 
existance is threatened. Its 
chances for survival and repro- 
duction are in immediate peril. 
This crisis situation can come 
from habitat changes, disease, 
pollution, loss of living space, 
over exploitation, and pre- 
dation. 

“Much of our wildlife is in 
good shape, thanks to good 
conservation practices,” con- 
tinues Mr. King. But too many 
are in real danger. An endan- 
gered species does not have to 
become an extinct one. Most 
endangered wildlife can be 


“ Savéd; but it will ‘take a2 big 


committment from all of us to 
do the job. 

Alli of us have’ our - own 
reasons why we care about 
wildlife. We may feel every 
creature is a part of the world 
and has a right to survive and 
not be hurried inte oblivion. 
The wolf plays a very important 
role in our environment. Its 
purpose is to keep in contro! the 
number of plant eating animals 
so that the plant eaters won't 


destroy themselves because of 
large numbers. 

Extinction in early times was 
a slow process, taking piace 
over thousands and millions of 
years. Today changes come 
much more rapidly. “Estimates 
are that in North America 
alone, almost forty different 
types of birds and mammals 
have vanished in the past 150 
years,” continues Mr. King. 
"Man, with his capacity to 
speed up environmental change 
has speeded up the rate at 
which some wildlife has been 
lost,” concludes Mr. King. 

The 1974 Wildlife Week 
poster can serve as a personal 
statement by governmental of- 
ficials, teachers, students, indi- 
vidual citizens and many cihers 
that they care about endanger- 
ed wildlife. If all of us care 
enough and are willing to 
support efforts to help endan- 
gered species. the efforts can 
succeed.

Social security benefits are going up by 11 percent, and 
social security taxes are being raised onee more to pay for the 
increase. In short, the treadmill of inflation has taken another 
turn. Annua! benefits wiil rise sharply, moving from $53 billion in 
1973 to $73 billion in 1976 and, according to U. S. News & World 
Report, nearly $84 billion in 1978. 

Anyone who is self-employed will be hit hard. In 1970, the 
maximum social security tax paid by a self-employed person 
stood at $538.20 annually. By 1973, it was up 60 percent to $864. 
In 1974, those making $13,200 or more will be paying $1,042.80. 
And, in the years following that, the tax bite will keep going 
right on up as the social security tax tukes its cut out of 
ever-higher levels of income. This approach to collecting 

_ evermore social security taxes protects low-wage workers from 
having to pay increased social security taxes, but it places a 
heavy cn millions of the better-trained and most 
productive people-the “\..higher-income farmers, small busi- 
nessmen, and self-employed professional people,” Tt takes a little 
more incentive away from those who are willing to work hard 
providing they have some nrasenct of henefiting from their 
efforts. What a way to run a country! 


Let’s Pay Attention 


A political authority, who has specialized 3 in running e election 
campaigns, has said that it is pure myth to suppose that 
members of Congress have to watch their legislative voting 
record on tax and spending proposals and make sure that it 
corresponds to what they told the people back home they were 
going to do if they were elected. This authority states that, 
“...Legislators, especially at the federal level, have learned that 
they can vote liberal and talk conservative...People simply don't 
know, don't care and don't have strong feelings about what 
happens during the legislature so far as their uwn legislator is 
concerned and, for that matter, so far as what the system itself 
produces or fails to produce.”

On Euthanasia 

Euthanasia or mercy killing 
usually refers to the act of 
causing painless death to end 
the suffering of someone who 
has an incurahle disease. 

This practice has been found 
in some form throughout the 
history of man in some primi- 
tive or uncivilized societies. It 
has heen rejected in Jewish atid 
Christian cultures because of 
the value placed upon human 
life as taught in the Bible. 

With the overstress on indi- 
vidual rights, there has come 


‘the argument that a person 


should have the right to decide 
what kind of death he will die. 

Now most of us would agree 
that a person who has lived a 
full life, or is suffering from an 
incurable disease should be 
permitted to die a natural death 
without being forced to live like 
a vegetable under modern life 
support systems. This should 
be an individuai choice. 
“Taercy 
killing” or the deliberate taking 
of a human life is no different 
than mercy theft, mercy arson, 
mercy embezzlement and so on. 
This is just another door 
opened by the situational ethics 
of the liberal theologians who 
have rejected the plain teach- 
ings of the Bible. 

The arguments against Euth- 
anusia are many: 1. God alone 
has the right to determine the 
length of a man’s life. “And it is 
appointed unto men once to die, 
but after this the judgment.” 
Heb. 9:27. “Seeing his days are 
determined, the number of his 
months are with thee, thou hast 
appointed his bounds that he 
cannot pass.” Job 14:5. “If a 
man die, shall he live again? All 
the days of my appointed time 
will I wait, till my change 
come,” Job 14:14, 2. The Bible 
repeats over and over "Thou 
shalt not kill.” Only God has the 
authority to take a human life. 
There are no scriptures to show 
us that God has delegated this 
authority to man to practice 
Euthanasia. 3. To Legalize 
Euthanasia would _ Strengthen 
the “wedge prineiple” which is 
already being applied through 
legalized abortion. To lower the 
value. of human life in one 
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segment of our society is to 
jeopardize all life. 4. The 
dedication of those in the 
Medical Profession is based 
largely wpon their concepts of 
the value of human life. You 
cannot lower the value of 
human life by law without 
eventually effecting their dedi- 
cation. 5. All suffering is not 
bad, Our sosiety tanks upon 
suffering as a sin. Jesus Christ 
refused relief from suffering on 
the cross. Pain and suffering 
are a natural part of every 
human life. We often become 
unrealistic in our attempts to 
avoid them. It is natural to seek 
relief from pain, out it is wrong 
to violate God’s laws to bring 
about such relief. 
Finally, how should I know if 
I should choose natural death or 
ask for lif art systems? 1. 
First, trust your doctor's ad- 
vice, he is a specialist in this 
field. He has a good idea of your 
chances of being restored to 
health, 2. Look at the question 
objectively before you become 
incapacitated. Use the “com- 
mon horse sense” God gave 
you. Express your feelings to 
your family before the crisis 
approaches. 3. Ask God to 
guide you in such a decision, 
then rest in His providence.

“All educators are well aware 
of the ivory-Lower stereotype 
that has sometimes character- 
ized their profession. In the 
minds of many citizens, schools 
have traditionally been a 
hands-off domain. The public 
trusted the professional teach- 
ers; the teachers in turn, [elt 
competent and secure in their 
positions. 

Until the 1950's. Suddenly 
there was a rash of pubiicity 
about how far American schools 
were behind those of other 
nations. Even more frightening 


weré some of the statistics 
that 


which indicated that many 
children simply weren't learn- 
ing. 


As researchers attempted to 
determine why children were 
or were not learning, they hit 
upon a number of variables: 
poor preparation for school, 
lack of motivation, irrelevancy, 
high teacher-pupil ratios, and 
so forth. There was no single 
reason, or single answer. 

But the researchers also 
discovered some positive indi- 
cators of academic achieve- 
ment, some things that seemed 
to contribute to success in 
school. Among these was par- 
ental involvement. 

Today many parents 
beginning to take a more active 
role in the school system. What 
ever type of parental inveive- 
ment exists the end result 
should be furthering the educa- 
tional opportunities and achiev- 
ment of the children. This is 
possible because parents have 
such and indepth and long-term 
knowledge of their children 
their strengths and weakness- 
es, their needs, and their 
problems. The exchange of 
such information with trained 
professionals can help educa- 
tors in planning a better, more 
schee! program.”

Several weeks ago, I stated 
that I didn’t see why Grayling 
needed a rabies clinic since we 
now have a veterinarian. I hope 
thai this was not misinterpret- 
ed as to the serious nature of 
this disease. Rabies is just as 
fatal a disease now as it was 
before. In 1970, one boy, six 
years old at the time, made 
history by surviving rabies, the 
first person known to have 
done so. I felt that the hours of 
the animal hospital were more 
convenient to the individual 
than a one day rabies clinic. 

Each year more than thirty 
thousand Americans, mostly 
children, receive anti-rabies 
medication after bites by ani- 
Fa ers ( including foxes, cats, bats, 
bobeats and raccoons as well as 
daee 
dogs. 

After a person has heen 
bitten by a rabid animal, a 
series of injections must be 
started immediaiely in order to 
save his tife. 

Any warm-blooded animal 
can contract rabies if bitten by 
another ‘animal with the -Dis- 
ease. In some species it is more 
deadly than-in others. A rabid 
skunk, for instance, is ten to a 
hundred times more deadly 
than a rabid dog or fox. 

The rabid animal may appear 
docile, but. if you attempt to pet 
it, it will often attack. Thus, 
children should be taught not to 
he friendly with any animals 
who come around a house 
looking for food. If you live or 
vacation in the country, be sure 
to have your dog or cat 
vaccinated against rabies 3a 
month beforehand - even if he 
has received the vaccine within 
the last twe years, Then, if a

rabid country animal bites your 
pet, he’ll be immune - and you 
and your family will be pro- 
tected. 

Contrary to popular belief, a 
rabid dog doesn't really foam at 
the mouth except. sometimes, 
in the last stages. Instead he 
may appear Listless, wil] drool 
excessively, and may snap at 
fast moving objects. If you see 
an animal Tike this notify me 


rely. Meantime, keep your 
distance. Even a dead rabid dog 
can be dangerous if you touch 
him with a cut on your hand; his 
saliva may contain the virus of 
the disease. 

If you're bitten by an animal 
you suspect might be rabid, 
wash the bite 
under running water with soap 
for ten minutes. Clean the 
wound with an antiseptic like 
iodine, bactinc, etc. A bite 
through clothing is not as 
dangerous as a bite on bare skin 
because part of the saliva 


‘remains on the clothing. 


Clothes needn't be thrown 
away; when the saliva dries, 
the virus dies. Next thing is to 
seek treatment from a doctor or 
hospital. The victims bitten by 
rabid animals are usually given 
injections of vaccine (made 
from duck embryo) and injec- 
tions of antiserum (horse Se- 
tum). The latter protects by 
giving two weeks immunity

ing. The person is pre-tested 
for allergy to the serum and, if 
necessary, given antihistamines 
to control the reaction. Injec- 
tions are given once a period of 


fourteen to twenty-one days 


and are about as uncomfortable 
as penicillin shots—certainly 
worth the price of staying alive!
